The drop of one point in September on 
some beef and lamb cuts doesn’t do much more than 
give you the two extra points you will have to have 
for butter.

Optimism over the new supplies created by the reduction 
from 30 to 20 per cent in the amount taken for military 
uses will probably come to a dismal end. 
Production of butter is going dowm so fast that this 
change will not make much difference in your market. 
There is a good deal of margarine available at four 
points a pound. 
It will have to substitute for some of 
your butter.
